to grow satisfactorily . Youn g peaches 
receive a still more rad ical treatm en t 
before they learn how to grow in to the 
right kin d of trees. 
The ed ucation of 
the tree an d tree own € r progress to­ 
gether, each con tin ually ben efitin g the 
other. 
The first thin g to d o after receivin g 
the trees is to un pack an d heel them 
in . It is im portan t that n ursery 
sto ck 
remain in the box or bun d le 
as sho rt 
a time as po ssible. Befo re setting day 
co mes the o rchard sho uld be laid o ff 
an d if it is a small on e, it is well to 
set a stake to Indicate the po sitio n o f 
each tree, taking care to get them 
pro perly lined up. A planting bo ard 
may be used to get the tree in ex ­ 
actly the place o ccupied by the stake.

Washington, July 10.—The political 
situation in Georgia, and the probabil­ 
ity tLat the Hon. Hok e Smith will be 
elected as senator nex t Wednesday to 
succeed the late Senator 
C lay, has 
caused much concern among the Dem­ 
ocratic leaders in the senate because 
of Mr. Smith’s statem ent that if elect­ 
ed he will not come, to W ashington— 
at least Just at this time. 
^ 
It comes about in this way: 
The 
Hon. Hok e, who had one term as gov­ 
ernor, and then was defeated by Gov­ 
ernor Brown, and the third term re­ 
elected over Governor Brown, wa3 
only sworn in a week ago for bis sec­ 
ond term. 
The state legislature, as provided by 
the federal constitution, must ballot 
for a senator' nex t Wednesday, and 
friends of Air. Smith say he wiR win 
easily, flu! he lias i teforifl prSgram 
to put through the Georgia ’egislature, 
and proposes to continue to serve as 
governor throughout the current fifty 
days in order to fulfill his pledges to 
the voters. This news sent the senate 
leaders to figuring on the possible ef­ 
fect of one less vote on their side. 
The moment the credentials of Mr. 
Smith are received 
the 
ad-interira 
term of Senator Terrell, who holds his 
seat by virtue of appointment from 
Governor Brown, will ex pire. 
The close 
vote 
on 
the 
Bristow 
amendment to the popular elections 
resolution which was only adopted by 
the vice-president break ing a tie, has 
caused much speculation as to the re­ 
sult of the nex t test of strength on 
this question, when a conference re­ 
port comes in. A change of one vote- 
will be decisive in this question. 
Then there is the mix -up over the 
election of a president pro tem in the 
senate to succeed Mr. Frye. The fact 
that the regular Republicans can mus­ 
ter thirty-seven yotes while the pro­ 
gressives control thirteen 
and 
the 
Democrats forty-one, has resulted in a 
delay in the election, and the senate 
is forced to worry along without a 
president pro tem. The result is that 
the vice-president could block legis­ 
lation at any time by absenting him­ 
self for more than one day in any 
week . His appointive power of a tem ­ 
porary president is limited to one day. 
Tariff revision may hinge on one 
vote. 
Should five progressives vote 
with the solid Democratic strength, 
ex tensive tariff revision could be ef­ 
fected. Should the five votes be mus­ 
tered, and the Hon. Hok e not appear, 
the coalition must fail. 
After a care­ 
ful search of precedents, the leaders 
have decided that the only alternative 
is for the credentials of Mr. Smith to 
be tem porarily held up, and thus per­ 
mit Mr. Terrell to continue to serve 
as senator.
